A LABOR CONVENTION. 
Call for the Annual Federation 
Meeting itn New York. 


MEGULAN ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.» 
INDIANAPOLIS Und.) Nov. 13.— 


President McBride of the American 


Federation of Labor has sent out the 
oall for the fifteenth annual convention 
of the federation, whieh will be held 
in Madison Square Garden, New York, 
beginning December 9. The basis of rep- 
resentation in the convention will be: 


From national or international unions ~ 


of less then four thousand or more, 
two delegates; 8000 or more, three 
delegates; 16,000 or more, four del- 
ezates; 32,000 or more, five delegates, 
and so on, and from each local order or 
trade organization or organized body 
not connected with or having a national 
or international head affiliated with 
the federation, one delegate.

President McBride is writing his an- 
nual address, and Secretary McGrath 
is engaged on his report. The report 
will show that the order has been un- 


der a financial strain during the last 


year on account of the many appro- 
priations made by the Denver conven- 
tion. There has been considerable 
money expended in attempting to se- 
cure a pardon for two of the Homestead 
rioters, who are still in prison. The,ap- 
propriation for Eugene V. Debs has 
been paid. The reports will show that 
the federation has grown in numbers 
and influence during the year. The offi- 
cers of the federation, however, with the 
assistance of an attorney of national 
prominence, whose name is withheld, 
prepared a bill for presentation to Con- 
gress, prohibiting the assessment of a 
fine for contempt in cases already cov- 
ered by statute. 

There will be two delegates from the 
English Labor Congress, Messrs. Cowes 
and Mawdsley. One of the interesting 
questions that will be considered by 
the coming convention will be how to 
enforce the eight-hour day next year. 


SOVEREIGN’S DENUNCIATIONS. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—The chief 


public interest in the meeting of the 
Knights of Labor was in the addresses 
of General Master Workman Sovereign 
and General Worthy Foreman Michael 
J. Bishop. Much of Sovereign’s address 
was devoted to the alleged treachery of 
those who headed the revolt against 
the general offices of the order during 
the past year. : 

He reviewed what he termed their 
“devilish treachery.” and their efforts 
to “disrupt the order.” He claimed 
that they had exhausted all their power 
maligning the general officers throvgh 
the columns of the press, and discour- 
aging the loyal and confiding members 
through secret agencies. They had pub- 
licly boasted that 65,000 members had 
joined their revolt. He explained the 
methods which had been used to weed 
out the district assemblies, and said 
the assembly for the first time pre- 
sented to the world a solid and un- 
broken front, battling for the brother- 
hood of man and the freedom of labor 
from the thraldom of greed. 

“Labor is now between the devil end 
the dep sea,” he continued. “Capital 
has monopolized the elements of produc- 
tion and laws, or is it in competition 
with itself for the rights to live.“ 

He made some suggestions as to the 
methods of strengthening the order, but 
the principal feature of the address was 
his appeal to the General Assembly to 
give to his recent order boycotting na- 
tional bank notes its official sanction. 
He denounced the action of the bankers’ 
convention, held at Atlanta, and said: . 

“After carefully reviewing the wreck 
and ruin wrought by the money power, 
and the designs of the sound-money 


clubs which propose bonds, and gatling . 


guns for a solution of the labor ques- 
tion, I issued a boycott on the rotes of 
national banks, and if I were to die to- 
morrow I would declare it tne most 
righteous act of my life. It exposed the 
unsound money of the sound-money ad- 
vocates, threw plutocracy on the de- 
fensive and forced the national banks 
into humiliating confessions of their 


preposterous acts of bad faith with the 
people, and now I urge this General As- 


sembly to indorse that boycott and give 
it every possible force of official sanc- 
tion. The conflict between the working 
people and the idle holders of idle capi- 
tal is inevitable. The wealth of the 
many is gravitating to the few with 
the increasing ratio, and labor is drift- 
ing toward serfdom faster than ever 
before.” 


ALASKAN MINES. 


Collect ors of Customs Report Exten,» 


sive Discoveries. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Benjamin 
P. Moore, Collector of Customs at Sitka, 
Alaska, has forwarded to the Treasury 


Department a report from the deputy — 


collector of Circle City, Alaska, on the 
Yukon River, about eighty mtles above 
Birch Creek, in which he stated, efter 
talking with almost every miner who 
came in from Birch Creek mining dis- 
trict, he is of the opinion that the 
amount of gold dust and nuggets taken 
out this summer will reach 3400.00. 
The land, he says, flows with whisky, 
and, as many claim-owners and most 
laborers are aliens, he thinks a com- 
pany of United.

The town now 
has 125 dwellings, fifteen saloons, three 
stores and an operahouse, etc.

KILLED BY INDIANS. 
The Muardérers ot the Two Utes Were 
not Whites. 
ULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


DENVER, Nov. 13.—A special to the 
News from Mancos, Colo., says: 

“Your correspondent has just re- 
turned from the scene of the killing of 
the two Ute Indians, about seven miles 
north of Mances. Six Utes under the 
charge of Sheriff Smith and Chief Sev- 
ero, accompanied Coroner Shaut and 
the jury. One of the Indians, Tau 
Mape, was shot in the right ear, the 
ball coming out the left side. Ogeres, 
the other, was shot through the chest. 
They have been dead at least ten days. 
A squaw was with them, but she is 
still missing. The bodies were found 
in a tepee on Chicken Creek and were 
certainly killed by other Indians, pre- 
sumably Utes, as the remnants of two 

close by were discovered. 

“Suspicion points to Juan Tobias, the 
Indian who took the news to Agent 
Day at Ignacio, as knowing more about 
the affair than he has yet told. Chief 
Severo’ and Indians buried the bodies 
where found and the coroner's jury is 
yet in session. Severo and the Indians 
are satisfied that Indians committed 
the deed, therefore no trouble will 


cur.”

Oppos- 
ing her’suit is Dr. Willlam J. Laurence 
of Oakwood Boulevard, and twenty 
other relatives of Dr. Henry Laurence, 
who died in 1891. They set up the con- 
tention that the complainant was not 
the lawtul wife of their dead relative. 
The amount involved in the litigation 
reaches the sum of $100,000, the property 
left by Dr. Laurence, who died intes-

Maria Evans Laurence, the complain-

Fitesimmons and Tells the 
Reason Why.

Corbett Has Given Up His Laurels 
and Therefore Escaped 
Molestation. 


Reliance of Oakland Downs Butte“ 
Football Team— Wells Coming to 
Los Angeles—Horseshow for 
San Francisco. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—The Herald 
this morning publishes a letter from 
Peter Maher, the Irish champion, whose 
victory over Steve O’Donnell recently 
caused a stir in sporting circles, say- 
ing in part: 

“In reply to your query as to my in- 
tentions in a pugilistic way, I would 
gay that I am prepared to defend the 
championship of the world, turned over 
to me by James J. Corbett; against any 
man in the world, Robert Fitzsimmons 
and Joe Goddard preferred. My reason 
for expressing a preference for God- 
dard and Fitzsimmons is this: 

“When I met Fitzsimmons and suf- 
fered defeat at his hands, I was only a 
novice and had but a vague idea of 
the rudiments of sparring. Although I 
had beaten him, I did not at the time 
appreciate it, nor did I know enough 
of the game to follow up this advan- 
tage. The same is true in regard to 
Goddard. My inexperience alone was 
responsible for my reverses at the 
hands of the two men mentioned. They 
are the only blots on my record, and I 
wish to wipe them out as quickly as 
possible. 

“Mr. Fitzsimmons has first call. He 
challenged me some time ago and I 
now wish to state that I will fight him 
in private or public for $10,000 a side 
and a purse, in one week, two weeks, 
or six weeks, but I would prefer an 
early date. I do not care where the 
battleground may be. As to James J. 
Corbett, I will say that under no con- 
sideration will I challenge him or annoy 
him in any way until he announces 
that he is again an aspirant for cham- 
pionship honors. Mr. Corbett turned 
over the championship to me, and I ac- 
cepted it. He is now in retirement, so 
far as ring contests are concerned; and 
for me to issue challenges to him would 
be unfair and unsportsmanlike, so I 
will exclude him from the list of possi. 
bilities of a fight with me.“ 

STUART STILL TALKING. 

DENVER (Colo.,) Nov. 13.—A special 
to the Republican from El Paso says 
that last night when the news reached 
there of Corbett’s retirement from the 
ring Dan Stuart was in Mexico, but he 
returned to the city today at noon and 
wired Brady, asking him if it was true 
that Corbett had retired. He received 
a reply tonight that Corbett had given 
the championship to Maher.

RUBBING IT i. 


The st. James Gazette Says Dunraven 


Was Selt-deluded. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
LONDON, Nov. 13.—Under the head- 

ing “Should Dunraven Apologize?” the 
St. James Gazette this afternoon pub- 
lishes a leading article, in which it 
again severely criticises His Lordship. It 
says: “Lord Dunraven arrived in New 
York with the preconceived idea that 
the Defender people were going to 
play this trick upon him, and, having 
expected it was going to be done, he 
found an easy way to convince him- 
self.” 

The article concludes: “Let Lord Dun- 
raven return to New York and assist 
the New York Yacht Club in its inves- 
tigation. If he can prove it, we know 
the Americans well enough to believe 
that they will acknowledge that he has 
been wronged. If he does not prove it, 
the accusers owe Mr. Iselin and others 
a very handsome apology. Otherwise 
we are afraid that most people will 
think that temper and mortification be- 
trayed him into behaving rather badly.” 

The Yachting World says that British 
yachtsmen will want more than merely 
idle assertions before they disbelieve 
Lord Dunraven,” and adds: “The whole 
history of the cup contests is one of 
-Jugglery upon the part of the Ameri- 
cans, who are not the best of sports- 
men.“ 

The press association this evening 
sent out the following paragraph: Lord 
Dunraven declines to see any press 
men with reference to his pamphlet or 
to notice in any way the attacks pro- 
voked thereby. He absolutely adheres 
to all the statements contained therein.“ 

The Yachtsman severely criticises 
Lord Dunraven’s belated charges, but 
points out that he has made no accu- 
sation against the New York Yacht 
Club, and adds: It should be observed 
that at least thirteen tons dead weight 
is required to bring the Defender down 
four inches, and such a weight is not 
easily shipped or unshipped without no- 
tioe.“ In conclusion the Vachtsman says: 
“Lord Dunraven in publishing the pam- 
phiet not only acted egotistically, but 
aimed a serous blow at the prestige of 
British yachting.”’

Sensational Admission of D. A. Mer- 
rill, a Camp-tender. 

RENO (Nev.,) Nov. 13.—C. W. Pearl 
and John Linton came in from P. L. 
Flanigan’s sheep ranch this morning 
with a sensational story about the 
killing of two sheep-herders on Satur- 
day night, and said that D. A. Merrill, 
a camp-tender, admitted to them that 
he and John Bermoist had done the 
killing. From their story it would ap- 
pear that Merrill: had become insane 
from thoughts of the crime. 
son for admitting the crime was to 
secure protection from Bermoist, who, 
he said, was going to murder him to 
prevent him from implicating Ber- 
moist in the crime. 

‘Merrill said that the murder was 
committed to secure money which the 
sheep-herders were known to have with 
them. Merrill gave Pearl a large dirk 
knife with which he said he had killed 
his man. Sheriff Coghlan and Mr. 
Flanagan went to the scene of the re- 
ported crime this morning. Flanagan 
places no credence in the story, but 
thinks that Merrill is insane. Pearl 
and Lanton, however, believe that a 
horrible crime has been committed.

Don 
Merrill, who confessed to killing two 
Basque sheepherders at Pyramid Sat- 
urday last. They found him at a 


ranch five miles east of here without a 


stitch of clothing on him. He mad 
resistance. All he will say about 
the crime is: “Something awful hap- 
pened over there.” He is a raving 
maniac.

(Robert Grant,in the November Scrib- 
ner’s:) It is only necessary to become 
deeply interested in coincidences to dis- 
cover them on all sides: resolve to record 
all that come to hand, and they seem 
to multiply until you can regard your- 
self as providentially favored in this 
direction. If your calling develops a 
taste for matters of this kind; for ex- 
ample, if you are a writer, with a keer 
sense for the literary possibities and 
dramatic effects of such coincidences, 
is it strange that you should meet with 
more of them than your prosaic neigh- 
bor, to whom they would be trivial and 
dull?

TURKISH CHESTNUT. | 


THE PORTE STILL STANDING OFF 
THE POWERS. _ 


Tewfhk Pasha Promises Them the 
Sultane Pians Win be Dis- 
closed "Without Delay.“ 


Meantime Fresh Disturbances are 
Reported With the Usual 
Less of Lite. 


Christian Teachers in Trebisond 
and Erseroum Massacred—A Spec- 
tator’s Stery of the Recent 
Tragedies. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 13.—(By 
Atlantic Cable. Associated Press Copy- 
right, 1895.) The Turkish Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Tewfik Pasha, replied 
today to the notes of the diplomatic 


representatives of Great Britain, Rus- 


sia and France, assuring them, as he 
previously assured the ambassadors eof 
Germany, Austria and Italy, that the 
Turkish government’s statement of 
what measures it intends to take for 
the suppression of disorders in Asia 
Minor will be presented to the ambas- 
sadors “without delay.” Another com- 
plication seems likely to arise which 
may give the Sultan further excuse for 
inaction. The Hali Rifat ministry is 
said to be tottering and another 
Cabinet change is likely to occur at 
any time. 

Rumors concerning a possible deposi- 
tion of Abdul Hamid are still current, 
but the statement that the imperial 
yacht is lying off the palace with 
steam up, intimating that the Sultan 
is preparing to seek safety in flight, is 
a weak fabrication. The imperial 
yacht is sadly out of repair and is 
laid up for the winter. The statement 


published in the United States that 


there had been trouble at Angora and 

Palu, and that 1000 Armenians there 

had been massacred, is also a cl 

invention. No news of a disturbance 

= any kind has come from Angora or 
u. 


Meanwhile, fresh disturbances are re- 


ported from Malitiah, where a num- 
ber of persons have been killed, in- 
cluding four priests of the Society of 
Jesus, under French protection. The 
French Ambassador, M. Cambon, is 
preparing a strong representation of 
the subject to the Porte. A squadron 
of five French warships has sailed 
from Pierus for Turkish waters, and 
it is stated that the allied fleet will 
rendezvous with the British fleet 
within aj few days. There has been 
serious trouble at Caesarea, not far 
from Jerusalem, but no details of riot- 
ing there have yet reached this city. 
A panic prevails at Moosh, owing to 
the Kurdish movement. All who can 
do so are fleeing from thecity and neigh- 
borhood. Many people are reported to 
have been robbed and murdered while 
fleeing. The Kurds are said to be in 
arms throughout the district. The 
troops, it is claimed by the authori- 
ties, are being hurried to the spot. 
Replying to the inquiry of nited 
States Minister Terrell, as to the 
safety of American missionaries, Com- 
missioner Darnham telegraphs from 
Harpoo!l that the missionaries are alive, 
but are in extreme danger. Min- 
ister Terrell has informed Tewfik Pasha 
that the government will be held re- 
sponsible for the safety of Americans. 
The Turkish Minister of Foreign 


Af- 
fairs has assured Mr. Terrell that 
everything possible will. be done for 


their protection. A serious state of af- 
fairs still prevails at Zeitoun, where 
the Armenians recently captured a 
battalion of Turkish troops and occu- 
pied the barracks and all strategic 
points in and about the city. 

The government is striving to prevail 
upon the Armenians there to lay down 
their arms, promising them that they 
will not be in any way molested if 
they return to their homes and surren- 
der the Turkish soldiers they hold 
prisoners, with arms, etc. The Arme- 
nians have so frequently been victims of 
similar promises, it is not considered 
likely that they will give up their 
prisoners or the positions they hold. In 
this case, desperate may 
shortly take place, as a large force of 
Turkish regulars and reserves is mov- 
ing rapidly on Zeitoun. The captured 
soldiers, it is known, have been well 
treated by Armenians, much to the 
surprise of the authorities. 

The Turkish Minister of the In- 
terior, Memduh Pasha, has issued in- 
structions to the provincial officials to 
carefully watch all public conveyances 
passing in and out of the boundaries 
of their districts for arms, ammuni- 
tions and seditious literature, quanti- 
ties of which are reported to have been 
smuggled into different parts of the 
empire recently. 

The Turkish officials claim that some 
Armenians recently captured in arms 
against the Sultan had Russian rifles 
and ammunition in their possession. 
This is not thought extraordinary here, 
as it has been known for a year past 
that the Armenians have been obtain- 
ing arms from the Russian provinces. 
But the Turks are trying to make much 
of this in their usual tactics of playing 
one country against another. 

The distribution of revolutionary lit- 
erature throughout Asia Minor is being 
carried on extensively in spite of the 
precautions taken by the Turkish gov- 
ernors, and not a day passes without 
incendiary placards being torn down 
by the police nere and in all the big 
cities. There seems to be no doubt that 
the spirit of revolution is spreading 
even among the old Turks, and the 
young Turkish party is said to be ripe 
for a revolt. , 

The army needs money to pay for 
equipment and provision, and the same 
state of affairs prevails in the navy, but 
the arrears of pay are not forthcoming 
and there is 1auch grumbling in conse- 
quence, exceptamong the palace troops. 
The latter are kept well-fed, well-paid 
and comfortably idle, for upon them de- 
pends the safety of Abdul Hamid, who, 
as is well known, is in hourly dread of 
assassination. Under these circum- 
stances it is not astonishing that the 
army and navy are becoming disaf- 
fected and nobody would be astcnished 
to hear that they have sided with the 
revolutionists, should the expected up- 
rising take place.

“The government has been obliged to 
repress some local disturbances which 
have no bearing on the general situa- 
tion. The government will punish the 
offenders, should disturbances be re- 
newed.”’ 

SALISBURY’S SPEPCH IN RUSSIA, 

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—A special to 
the World from St. Petersburgh says 
that Lord Salisbury’s speech at the 
Guildhall has produced an electrical 
effect here. It ho brought about the 
universal exp u of opinion that 
the powers must intervene with joint 
action in Turkey. 
Tue Novosti says: “In order to avoid

war the powers must establish 4 pro- 
tectorate over Turkey. The ham- 
medans, Kurds; Syrians and Cretans

The Novoe Vremya, in a long article 
on the situation, speaks of the power 
of the Turkish army being great, by 
reason of its fanatacism, and its be- 
ing organized by German officers. It 
says Russia must be equal to the occa- 
sion, one of the necessities being the 
concentration of 60,000 troops at Erze- 
roum to begin with.

A DEARTH OF INFORMATION. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Disquiet- 
ing rumors regarding the security of 
the Christian teachers in Turkey be- 
tween Trebizond and Erzeroum were 
about the State Department today, but 
the officials refused to allay the popu- 
lar apprehension. There is ground for 
the belief that the department has 
heard from Minister Terrell today, and 
that his advices, while showing that a 
pertious state of affairs confronts the 
American missionaries and teachers in 
that section,. do not state that actual 
murders have been reported to him, 
The Navy Department also has a most 

ic officer as near to the scene 
of the rumored trouble as a warship 
can get, in the person of Capt. O'Neill 
of the Marblehead, and up to the close 
of office hours he had made no report 
of a massacre, as he would undoubtedly 
have done had the news reached him. 

The nearest State Department repre- 
sentative is United States Consul Jew- 
ett at Sivas, but he also has been si- 
lent. For the very reason that this 
section of Turkey, including important 
missions, has all along been without 
any consular officer representing the 
United States, Congress at its last ses- 
ston proyided for the establishment of 
two consulates therein, one at Erze- 
roum and another at Harpool. 

The State Department several months 
ago sent to Turkey two experienced 
men from Washington to open the con- 
But the Turkish gov- 
ernment has persistently declin to 
issue exequateurs to them 80 they 
Ihave been unable to exercise con- 
sular functions. These men, Chil- 
ton and Hunter, were in Erze- 
roum when ithe last massacre occurred 
there and were compelled to seek safety 
in the Britigh consular office during the 
rioting.

Dwight, who is specially charged with 
watching over the interests of our mis- 
sionaries in Turkey. The circular 
came unsolicited to Minister Ter- 
rell, and its purpose is to explain cer- 
tain misapprehensions and misstate- 
ments concerning Minister Terrell’s 
course. In the circular Dr.. Dwight 
says the general allegation that Mr. 
Terrell has been eareless in protecting 
American citizens in Turkey rests on 
no foundation whatever, for Mr. Terrell 

freely consulted them in every im- 
portant crisis, and has shown great 
oh ama to give weight to their opin- 
ons. 

“Mr. Terrell,” the circular says, “has 
carried on his heart, as a burden that 
permits no escape and allows no rest, 
anxiety for the safety of American citi- 
zens in Turkey during all the vicis- 
situdes of the present year.“ ; 

There is not a shadow of doubt, he 
says, that the maintenance of Ritlis 
station during the flery trials of the 
past year, the exemption of its members 
from molestation, and perhaps the sav- 
ing of their very lives, has been due to 
the sustained and vigorous action of 
Mr. Terrell at the Sublime Porte. And 
in every case where an American nat- 
uralized citizen has been molested, Mr. 
Terrell has interfered sharply and ef- 
fectively to prevent unlawful punish- 
ment. 

THE MASSACRE AT ERZEROUM. 

LONDON; Nov. 13.—The Vienna cor- 
respondent of the Standard says that 
the foreign ambassadors possess ample 
evidence that the palace clique at Con- 
stantinople issued orders to the effect 
that the troops and police should only 
fire upon Armenians, no matter who 
the aggressors were.

He 
asserts that a bugle was sounded be- 
fore the soldiers commenced their mur- 
derous work throughout the city. At 
first the Turkish troops refrained from 
injuring women and children, but these 
bounds were soon passed. Four hun- 
dred refugees were sheltered at the 
Governor’s house and fully three hun- 
dred Armenians concealed themselves 
in the homes of the Europeans. Two 
hundred and four horribly-mutilated 
corpses have been collected in the Ar- 
menian quarter, and the plundering 
went on at a wholesale rate, according 
— the account of this witnéss, who 

ds: 

“T heard of acts of the basest 
treachery. The next day passed 
quietly, but on the following day the 
massacre was resumed, Thirty-six 
bodies were collected and nearly all 
had bullet, sword and bayonet wounds. 
I saw the bodies of several women 
who died in defense of their honor. 
Some of the bodies had been skinn 
other bodies had been partly burn 
through the use of petroleum. Manx 
women are missing, and it is supposed 
that they were carried off by the 
Turks.“ 

Writing again on the following day. 
this eye-witness said: “The wounded 
are now being collected at the Catho- 
lic and Armenian schools and assist- 
ance has ben offered by the American 
missionaries. The work of the massa- 
cre has been most deadly. A soldiet 
tells me that the orders for the killing 
of the Armenians were given by the 
Porte. Persian travelers who arrived 
today report that Passzin and Plain 
have also been destroyed.” 

The final report received from this 
European eye-witness also says that 
521 bodies were buried in the Armenian 
cemetery on that day.

He came to inform his plebiav 
mother-in-law, as he considers her, that 
she would never see her daughter 
again, as he had spirited her away to 
a safe place. After making this im- 
portant announcement his lordship took 
his departure. 
Sure enough, Lady Douglas could no- 
where be found, but Mrs. Mooney did 
not despair. After satisfying herself 
that her daughter was restrained of 
her liberty somewhere, she repaired to 
the police station and, finding Deputy 
District Attorney James, asked for a 
complaint against Lord Sholto Doug- 
las for threatening to kill his wife.

Some days afterward 
Kovalev remarked in witnesses's pres- 
ence that he had thrown away a good 
watch, Afterward the watch of Mrs. 
Weber was found secreted in the San 
Francisco prison, where Kovalev had 
been locked up for. drunkenness.

‘alev and two others. A proposition was 
made to Levin to commit a robbery, 
which he refused. He identified cloth- 
ing which Kovalev had formerly worn, 
and which had been discarded and

MISS TURNER’S TESTIMONY. 


It Will be the Most Important in 
the Williams Case. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 13.—It was a. 
matter of general surprise to the public, 
particularly the portion that was keep- 
ing track of the Lamont case, that Miss 
Lucille Turner was not called as.a wit- 
ness. It was supposed that Miss Tur- 
ner would be a witness. and a very im- 
portant one. She testified. at the pre- 
liminary examination and what she told 
had weight. To omit her entirely from 
the trial seemed to many a mistake on 
the part of the prosecution. But the offi- 
cers representing the State decided that 
Miss Turner's testimony was not neces- 
sary for the Lamont case, that it would 
fit better in the Williams case. Miss 
Turner was notified of this fact and 
told to hoki herself in readiness to ap- 
pear when summoned for the Williams 
case. 

When the defense introduced a num- 
ber of witnesses to testify to Durrant’s 
character, the prosecution made no at- 
tempt to break it down by rebuttal evi- 
dence. Their theory was that Durrant 
Was supposed to be respectable and a 
gentleman. Miss ‘Turner’s testimony 
would have been at variance with the 
theory. It would have shown him lack- 
ing in delicacy and gentlemanly in- 
stincts; it would have shown him to be 
an unscrupulous schemer, laying trape 
for his victims. , 

The theory of the prosecution in the 
Williams case will be that Durrant did 
plan and scheme to éntice girls into the 
church. The case of Blanche Lamont 
will be cited as an instance. Then Miss 
Turner will be produced to tell her story 


—to tell how Durrant presumed on the 


fact of being a medical student and of- 
fered her medical advice; how he en- 
deavgred to get her to enter alone with 
him the building where Blanche La- 
mont and Minnie Williams afterward 
met their death. 

Miss Turner’s testimony is considered 
of the utmost importance to the 
Hams case. She will figure as one of 
the most important witnesses; she will 
be the one who will show the motive 
for the murder of Minnie Williams. 

A CINCINNATI CANARD... 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov, 13.—Mayor 
Sutro has received a rambling letter 
from Cincinnati, signed by Alexander 
Russ Kenshaw, M.D., in which the 
writer states that he accidentally came 
into possession of facts that he claims 
will lead to the discovery of the mur- 
derers of Blanche Lamont and Minnie 
Williams. He says that two profes- 
sional gamblers committed the crimes, 
but fear of death at their hands sealed 
his Ups. He would be glad to give ad- 
ditional information if he could come 
to California in safety. The police look 
upon the letter as the work of a crank. 

ALL WAITING. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 13.—Every- 
thing connected with the Durrant case 
is at a standstill pending the return 
from Oregon of Durrant’s senior attor- 
ney, Gen. J. H. Dickinson. Attorney 
Deuprey, also of the counsel, is still 
sick in bed and is not expected out for 
ten days. 

Judge Murphy is also sick. He may 
not be able to try the Minnie Williams 
case, although he wishes to do so. Dur- 
rant is making himself comfortable in 
the jail and says he confidently ex- 
pects that his case will turn out all 
right eventually.

THE FINANCIAL CONDITION EX- 

CELLENT. 

HONOLULU, Nov. 6. — (Wired from 
San Francisco Nov. 13.) It is generally

According to the last statement of the 
financial condition of the government, 
prepared by Minister Damon, figures 
prove that the revenues for September 
have improved, as compared with the 
same month last year and the preced- 
ing month of this year.

Hawaiian bonds in London are 
quoted at 102 to 103. Minister Damon 
considers the credit of the country as 
being first-class.

break, 


JAPAN’S NEW WAR VESSELS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 13.—Al- 
though Japanese officials have denied 
that the Mikado will spend $200,000,000 
in warships, it is reported in advices by 
the steamer Coptic today that ten ves- 
sels are to be built abroad, and that pos- 
sibly the orders for them will be 
equally divided among the shipbuilders 
of England, France, Germany, Italy 
and the United States. } 

Count Okuma is in favor of such a 
distribution of prizes, and says, in re- 
lation to orders for men-of-war from 
abroad, that it would be advisable to 
give the contracts to any country that 
is capable of constructing good vessels 
of new style, without limiting the or- 
ders to any one in particular. Leaving 
aside England and France, which are 
known as maritime powers, the coun- 
try should pay regard to Italy, although 
her ship-building capacities are not 
much known to the Japanese. She is 
the power which originated the idea of 
building men-of-war of 10,009 tons, and 
thus commenced a new era in the ‘con- 
struction. of war vessels. 

Count Okuma further says: Next let 
us look to the United States. The ex- 
cellence of her iron work, the stability of 
the men-of-war built by her, and the 
richness in scientific design, are not 
only what Americans are proud of, but 
even the old countries of Europe recog- 
nize these facts. Moreover, as the 
United States is our best customer in 
trade, and as her friendship is warm, 
she is also a power to whom contracts 
should be given. Besides these two 
countries are England, France and Ger- 
many, which each boast of their spe- 
clalty. So that, if ten ships are to be 
built abroad, and the orders are equally 
distributed among these five powers, 
two to each, it would arouse competi- 
tion between them and result in the 
empire’s interest.” 

AN ANNEXATION RESOLUTION. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—A Washington 
special to the Times-Herald says that 
Hawall may, after all, become a part 
of the United States, and that within 
the coming year. Information of a 
trustworthy nature has been secured 
concerning the Hawaiian programme to 
be adopted by the friends of annexa- 
tion during the coming winter. 

A joint resolution will be introduced, 
either in the House or Senate, request- 
ing the President to negotiate a treaty 
of annexation with the government of 
Hawaii. This resolution will have the 
sanction of the President of Hawali 
and of the new Hawaiian Minister to 
this capital, Mr. Hatch, who today ar- 
rived in San Ffancisco, en route to 
Washington. Still more important, it 


will have the approval of President 
Cleveland. 


The resolution, as intro-

duced or amended, will provide that 
if the Presidents concurs and the gov- 
ernment of Hawalibe willing,the scheme 
of annexation shall include a submis- 
loan of the question of joining the 
American Union to the voters of the 
island. 
THE WARRIMOO AND DAVIS. 

VANCOUVER GB. C. Nov. 13.—T he 
steamer Warrimoo arrived today from 
Australia, this being her first trip 
Since she went ashore on Vancouver 
Island some three months ago. The in- 
juries she received proved more serious 
than was at first thought, and some 
$125,000 was expended in repairing her.

PAULSELL CONVICTED. 


His Defense in the Faro-bank Steal 
Avaliled Nothing. 

(BGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 13.—William 
E. Paulsell, the daring young man 
who in February of last year made a 
desperate effort to rob the faro bank 
kept by Carroll, Ross & Webber on 
Market street, was convicted of rob- 
bery today in Superior Judge Belch- 
er's court. This was Paulsell’s second 
trial, the first having resulted in a 
disagreement of the jury. His con- 
viction was a surprise to his friends.

This was how, he said, he happened 
to be in possession of all the damag- 
ing evidence against himself when 
captured.

MURDERED BY HIS MATE. 


Horrible Tragedy in the County 
Hospital at Marysville.

‘GEORGE QUINTAL’S SUICIDE. 


The Dead Man’s Wife Says He Was 
Her Cousin. 

ARAGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 

OAKLAND, Nov. 13.—There is a mys- 
tery surrounding the death of George 
Quintal, who committed suicide in LAn- 
coln Park, Oakland, last Sunday, and 
Coroner Baldwin has set to work to 
unravel the mystery. He has not made 
much progress, because the woman who 
could clear up all doubt has refused to 
appear before a jury and has disap- 
peared from the city. 

George Quintal, Jr., 10 years old, was 
found at the home of Mrs. Davis on 
Brush street.

A LARGE-SIZED FEE. 


Attorney Campbell in the Pratt Case 


Makes Forty Thousand Dollars. 
(EGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
OAKLAND, Nov. 13.—Attorney J. C. 

Campbell has been awarded a fee of 
$39,888.88 as counsel in the contest over 
the will of Anna Pratt.

THREE OLD VILLAINS. 


Arrested on a Charge of Outraging 
‘ Young Children.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 13. — Capt. 
Peter Lane, capitalist; Leon R. Myer, 
capitalist, and Philip Ratz were ar- 
raigned before Police Judge Campbell 
today to answer to a series of crimes 
that surpass anything in the annals of 
the local courts. Lane is nearly 80 years 
old, almost blind and very infirm. Meyer 
is 71 years old and apparently possessed 
of all.his faculties.

VETERANS PREFERRED. 


The Act Providing for Their Ap- 
pointment is on Trial. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

BOSTON, Nov. 13.—The full bench of 
the Supreme Judicial Court heard argu- 
ments today on a case brought against 
the Civil Service Commissioners by F. 
B. Brown to test the new veteran pref- 
erence act. In the case the petitioner 
prays for a writ of mandamus: to com- 
pel the respondents to certify his name 
for appointment as a member of the 
State police, he having passed a com- 
petitive examination and received the 
highest mark among the candidates. 
The respondents, acting in accordance 
with the Veterans Preference act, certi- 
fied the name of E. D. Bean over that 
of the petitioner on the ground the 
former was a veteran.

LOS ANGELES THEATER. The 
Bostonians easily rank at the top notch 
of American light opera companies, 
and they have held the place for s0 
many seasons and been crowned with 
praise and plaudits by so many critics

and audiences that one does not marvel 
Chicago, direct, to the effect that there 


when, in their melodious tour of the 
continent, they drop in upon us for an 
all-too-brief season, that no theater in 
towngis big enough to contain their ad- 
mirers. 

Last evening at the Los Angeles 
was a regular Bostonian first night—the 
orchestra, the balcony, the gallery, 
packed to the last row, and beyond 
their tiers of seats a tireless row of en- 
thusiastic listeners joining in the wel- 
come that was given to each of the 
bright particular stars of the company 
with the merry impact of the glad hand 
of commerce, so to speak. The gallop- 
ing years deal kindly with the singer 
folk from the Hub. Rarnabee is just 
as young, just as unctiously droll, and 
just as eagleistic of eye and massive of 
brain as he was the first time the 
Sheriff of Nottingham appeared upon 
the scene as one of the greatest sleuths 
of a by-gone age. If anything, he is 
younger and droller, and his famous 
telescopic optic is keener than ever, 
while as for that massive brain—where 
are the scales of sufficient capacity to 
“heft” it? When his familiar figure ap- 
peared from the wings last night the 
house broke into a roar of applause, 
long continued, that would have 
touched the sensibilities of a stoic. It 
was a famous tribute to an artist who 
has a warm corner in millions of Amer- 
ican hearts, and a compliment to be 
proud of. The reception given all the 
well-known people of the troupe was of 
the same warm and generous character. 
Jessie Bartlett Davis, the peerless con- 
tralto of the comic-opera stage in this 
country, has hosts of admirers in Los 
Angeles, and she was given an ovation. 
Her voice has lost none of its noble 
quality, and her singing of “O Promise 
Me.“ was a bit of exquisite vocal ex- 
pression. The same may be said of 
Eugene Cowles, whose voice of glori- 
ous magnificence is mellower, richer 
grander and more powerful in vol- 
ume than ever. The gods have 
surely been kind to this artist, 
dowering him not only with a 
vocal organ that is famously 
pure and melodious, but granting him 
a figure and a stage presence which 
delights the eye and charms the under- 
standing. Willam H. -MeDonald is 
the same splendid artist as ever, and 
sings with his wonted meed of force 
and expression. He is an ideal fig- 
ure as Little John in “Robin Hood.“ 
and his Brown October Ale“ is one 
of the gems of the opera, George 
Frothingham, as Friar, Tuck, continues 
to be a feature of the performance. 
He is a great comedian and quite the 
jolliest churchman who ever wore a 
cowl or went monking about (as 
Barnabee would have it) among a 
graceless band of operatic outlaws.

Miss Davis appear- 


able dame is no longer t6 be allowed her 


phant's hide are to be the rage, as that 


A DAY IN EGYPT. 


‘BY ONE W.10 WAS THERE.

PART I. 
It is possible that, in the entire un- 
verse, there do not exist two nations 
so antipodean as the inhabitants of the 
United States of America and the peo- 
ple of Egypt. Their manners and cus- 
toms, their religious tenets, their 
method of carrying on business, and 
the very way in which each of them 
accepts the circumstances of daily ex- 
istence, are absolutely dissimilar, the 
one from the other. . 

In Egypt, the extraordinary an- 
tiquity of its history and renown lends 
a halo to the commonest sights, sounds 
and actions by which their charm and 
nterest are largely enhanced; whereas 
n America, the light of modern educa- 
tion, cultivation and intellect, the eager- 
ness of the search which is maintained 
after scientificand mechanical advance- 
ment, as well as the unprecedented ca- 
pacity of our people for rapid progress; 
indicate with emphasis in regard to the 
future an era the possibilities of which 
not only dazzle the most ambitious 
brain, but, to a great extent, eclipse 
our realization of the glorious, though 
brief, past of our beloved country. 

This condition has been recognized by 
many of us whose means have made a 
visit to the Orient an accomplished 
fact, and for the time and trouble ex- 
pended we feel sure repayment was am- 
ple, since the impression of delight and 
astonishment produced by the charm- 
ing experience can never be forgotten. 
Some readers of these lines, however, 
may not yet have been enabled to en- 
joy this privilege; for, as it has been 
said: “It is not given to all to go ie 
Corinth.” For these we have had the 
audacity to furnish this acocunt of a 
short visit of a few hours duration, 
which we made to the city of Cairo, in 
order to familiarize some of our friends 
with a few of the customs, habits and 
incidents ip vogue at the first city of 
pt and to afford them entertain- 


to so limited a sojourn it 
in so short an article to 

t of deeper topics, po- 
litical and educat 


subjects far too compréhensive for the 
present occupation of our time and 
space. We cannot touch upon govern- 
ment, agriculture or social progress, 
but it will be our object to make our 
readers acquainted with as much of the 
country and as many of the customs of 
the people as a flying visit to the cap- 
ital might reasonably be expected to 
afford. 
Imagine, therefore, that we have duly 
traversed the broad Atlantic Ocean un- 
der pleasant auspices, and that we have 
steamed t the fortifications of Gib- 
raltar, ich we have had the pleas- 
ure of inspecting behind their verdant 
draperies. We have been permitted to 
disembark for a few hours at the island 
„ Malta, in order to examine its mar- 
velously beautiful and ornate church 
of the Order of the Knights of St. John; 
and have, later, caught a glimpse of 
Naples and the smoking top of Mt. 
Vesuvius under fortunate climatic con- 
ditions. ‘Then we have swept across 
the purple sea into the magnificent 
harbor of Alexandria, once the most 
frequented port in all the universe, 
and famous in story. Presently the 
Khedevial Railroad has borne us up 
the flowering delta, where we have be- 
come enamored of “the full-breasted 
Nile, and enjoyed the primitiveness of 
the water-wheels on her banks, turned 
by the gray-coated buffaloes, ‘“sak- 
kiehs” as they are called in Arabic, by 
which water is raised for the frrigation 
of the adjacent lands above the river 
ve) We have smiled at the unique 
villages,*constructed of mud, dotted 
here and there under the groves of 
graceful palms, which remind us of the 
adobe of our own State. The golden 
gleam of the ripening corn in countless 
acres has brought gladness to our eyes, 
and the almost emerald-green of the 
clover, the tender tints upon the flow- 
ering cotton and the deep cool masses 
of the alfalfa, (called “hersim”’ in Egypt) 
look as if all the world could be pas- 
tured on their fatness. It is like a re- 
production of our own Southern Call- 
fornia, and we conclude that this coun- 
try still deserves its old-fashioned title 
(in the history of almost forgotten 
days) of the “Garden of the World.” 
We have noted the myriad flocks of 
pigeons in the blue translucent air, and 
learn that they are maintained in their 
castles of mud close to every village, on 
account of their valuable contribution 
of fertilizing matter as useful to the 
hard-working producer from the soil. 
It has given us pleasure to remark 
upon the appropriate though = scanty 
attire of the native peasantry (or fella- 
heen) and our artistic senses have been 
gratified by the contemplation of the 
naked brown round-bellied little prog- 
eny who are playing merrily in the sun 
and dust. It has amused us to watch 
the processions of country folk, slowly 
wending their way to market, the inen 
in their long garments, astride of their 
donkeys, and their women, with veiled 
faces, following behind, walking majes- 
tically with the carriage of princesses, 
their dairy produce easily balanced 
upon their heads in flat covered bas- 
kets. These burdens contain fresh veg- 
etables of many kinds, which form the 
principal daily food of everybody; eggs, 
cheeses of various kinds, butter, and 
many varieties of herbs which are in 
demand for salads. The heavier sup- 
plies, such as melons, cabbages, dates, 
and other wares, are usually carried on 
camel-back, packed im sacks made of 
netting and laid across the backs of 
the incongruous animals of which so 
much use is made. These march in 
single file, tied to each other’s tail and 
head with rope. They are notorious 
grumblers and they enjoy themselves 
most of all when, at a resting place, 
they sit behind their owner who has lit 
a cigarette and leaning their head over 
his shoulder re-enhale with immense 
satisfaction the tobacco smoke emitted 
from his mouth and nostrils. On the 
journey the soft-footed beasts pluck 
occasional mouthfuls of the “bersim” 
growing beside the narrow bridle-paths 
and thus obtain an ungrudged meal 
without the least financial liability. 
Presently we arrive at the city of 
Yantah, a great center of religious 
worship. where the yearly fair is held 
which has asemi-devout, semi-barbarian 
character; and, after crossing the Nile, 
by a magnificent bridge near the vil 
lage of Kafr Yayat, and obtaining a. 
view of the extensive ruins yet remain- 
Ing in this vicinity, we finally catch a 
glimpse in the distance & the solemn- 
looking pyramids, which, for so many 
thousand years, have been patiently 
pointing upward to the impenetrable 
skies. Then we find ourselves at Cairo! 
The full name of this city in Arabic 
is Masr el Kahlra.“ which, being in- 
terpreted, means Magr the victorious, a 
place which has in modern times been 
much frequented by European travellers 
and invalids in search of a soft winter 
climate with comfortable quarters, 
where civilized accommodations and a 
fair price can be unfailingly attained. 
Of course we are installed at “Shep- 
heard’s Hotel,” the “New” is less re- 
nowned, and the “Nil” is less easy of 
access. Behold us, therefore, after our 
refreshment from the fatigues of the 
journey, seated in the most comfortable 
attitudes, upon lounging- chairs dis- 
tributed upon the cool, white marble 
pavement im front of this hostelry. To 
protect us from the sun, we have above 
us a paihted metal awning, upon the 
pillars, supporting which, are climbing 
creepers in full Bloom and redolent of 
perfume. The air is soft and warm. 
loaded with the fragrance of orange, 
lemon, jessamine and roses while 
Southern climbers, to us unknown, 
grow, ‘trail, reach up, and depend, in 
gracious festoons, with amazing pro- 
fuseness, upon either side dt the ter- 


— 


race. We sit ae the street, known 


as the “Ezbeekeeich,” alive with don- 
keys and aE and we get a 
good view of their steeds, saddled in 
the Eastern fashion; while we glance 
with curiosity at the ing of finely- 
horsed vehicles, and fash- 
lonable Europeans, and oriental pedes- 
trains, all of whom assume a novel in- 
terest to us, in this new and strange 
country. The donkeys were formerly, 
we learn, the only hacks in use, in the 
city; and that they contiune to be so, 
is also evident. Carriages are infre- 
quent, and were previously considered 
to be very effeminate contrivances, only 
for the use of women. It was not until 
the luxurious days of His Highness the 
Khedive Ismaif Pacha, that Victorias 
and other smart vehicles were first in- 
troduced. .. 
The donkeys (Hemeer, plural of 
Homar,) are very strong, willing and 
docile, capable of supporting riders of 
heavy weights, and, although usually 
they are not too well-fed by their mas- 
ters, are able to perfarm immense and 
exhaustingly distant journeys without 
and break-down, and with practically 
little rest or refreshment. They are 
Invariably accompanied by their drivers 
during all working hours of day or 
night, and they run bare-footed and 
stockingless behind their animals, 
whence, by the use of a pointed stick, 
and a most ghastly and unearthly 
kind of scream, they maintain them at 
& pace which causes alarm to the timid 
and unaccustomed rider, but one which 
they appear—these patient beasts—to 
be able to continue for a considerable 
time and distance. Donkeys are also 
used by rich merchants, Beys,“ and 
“Effendis,” and these are splendidiy 
handsome ones, about fourteen hands 
high, erect of head and ears, having 
a fine up-standing carriage of body, 
and a most impressive appearance, 
They are costly to purchase, often oost- 
ing much more than the price of a 
good, well-bred Arab horse. The color 
of these grand animals is brown, white 
or gray, the last being the commonest 
kind, and the hair, upon the thighs, 
legs and quarters, is clipped into de- 
signs which are delicately imagined, 
and cleverly executed. Upon their 
back is buckled the massive red leather 
and cloth saddle, adorned, in parts, 
with bright brass tassels and 
Other ornaments. Of the same kind and 
color of leather is the bridle, which has 
also its horse-hair tassels. It has, too, 
we regret to say, one of those cruel 
Arab gag-bits, which possess a high 


and wicked port upon the upper side 


of the bar, on the top of this port is 
fixed a steel ring to take the place, be- 
hind the horse’s Hp. of the more civil- 
ized, humaner flat curb-chain. Thus 
levered, the reins are strong enough 
to instantly throw the most powerful 
horse upon his haunches, were he even 
at a dead gallop; and often, to break 
an animal’s jaw by an angry or unduly 
sharp turn of the wrist from an ill- 
humored rider. 

Arabs, though popularly supposed to be 
good and merciful to their horses, are 
confounded with their immensely su- 
perior fellows, the Bedouins, who are 
quite a different race of men. Their 
ideas about 
imdicated by the following motto: 
dam rukubtak, zai abouk; wa irkab 
rukubtak zai adouk,”’ which means, in 
English, “Take care of your mount like 
your own father, and ride him like an 
enemy,” the advice being, as it were, 
if you will use him well, as if he were 
your best relative, your horse will re- 
pay your kindness, if the need ever uc- 
curs for a supreme demand upon his 
powers, and endurance. (But the 
Bedouin is, to a common Arab, 
rush light to the sun!) 


Seated upon her haunches upon the 
pavement of the hotel terrace, is a 
small, old-faced Arab girl, endeavor- 
ing to enlist our attention to certain 
conjuring tricks, which she deftly per- 
forms by the imaginary aid of the 
“Debbil,” whom she frequently invokes 
with her thin brown hand. Her im- 
pedimenta consist of a white rabbit, a 
canary and other varieties of live stock, 
all of which she produces, from time to 
time, out of the voluminous recesses of 
her one, and only, garment, a faded 
blue cotton chemise. The rabbit is de- 
liberately beheaded and resuscitated, 
about fifty times a day; and the wonder 
grows, how he can manage to be so 
clean and white, so patient and so tran- 
quil, under the constant vicissitudes of 
such an abnormal existence. After the 
performance of a number of clever 
magical feats, the small person sol- 
emnly demands a “baksheesh,” and, 
having thanked us for our contribu- 
tions, she gathers herself together, re- 
turns her animals to more convenient 
positions in her belted dress—in which 
act she reminds us of a maternal kan- 
garoo with her pouch distended by 
her family—and seeks another fleld of 
operation, in some other hotel, where 
she may obtain a fresh audience 19s- 
sessed of additional small currency. 

Beside us, unnoticed, has been stand- 
ing for some time, a silent, dignified 
Arab, whose white beard is patriar- 
chal. He now extends his hand and 
displays an “ant‘qua,” or curiosity, 
which is quickly explained by a new 
and more tantalizing object with which 
to excite our cupidity. In each case, 
with even voice, he relates the claim 
and peculiarity of the object exhibited, 
and makes quite a good story about it 
in broken English. He has a number 
of turquolses; he shows us little terra 
cotta.images of an old form of religion 
which represents the idol of an old 
Egyptian cult, now no longer recorded 
save in the so-called needles or obe- 
lisks; pieces, too, of crystal spar, in 
the hollow centers of which there is 
evidently some water, inclosed when 
and how, deponent saith not, neither 
probably Knoweth. The sheikh rattles 
this at your ear and you hear the little 
splash of the water by way of demon- 
stration. Next he produces tiny and 
mutilated effigies of cats made out of 
stone, or potteryware, and apparently 
of great age, being relics of the worship 
of the cat god, Ptah.““ Finally he of- 
fers_us a number of flat stone beetles 
carved with “cartouches”: (monograms 
of the ancient rulers, priests and 
kings) purporting to have been ex- 
tracted from original sarcophagi and 
mummy cases. 

Thinking you may be tempted to 
make some purchases, I venture to 
whisper a word in your ear, whereupon 
caution returns to your mind, and you 
abandon the attention you disclosei by 
putting your hand into your trousers’ 
pocket. The patriarch’s eyes flash with 
defiance and indignation, and if a scowl 
were a poinard my shrift would possi- 
bly be a short one. Almost oll these 
antiques date from a year or two ago, 
and were manufactured at irming- 
ham, Eng., with much imitative skill 
for the purposes of the oriental market. 
Should you desire genuine souvenirs of 
your visit, you may call at the divan of 
several well-known connoisseurs and 
get a good selection shown to you by 
men who are experts end to be de- 
pended upon. 

Sellers of all kinds of merchandise 
succeed the noble Tbrahim,“ natives 
of Sassoun, in upper Egypt, offering 
specimens of native workmanship in 
porous potteryware, water jugs Coo- 
lahs) and other useful utensilis for the 
production of cold water in a hot cli. 
mate; also fans made of peacocks: 
feathers, horsetails fastened at the end 
of handles ot wood for the destruction 
of troublesome flies as you ride, those 
pests to yourself and your horse in 
summer, time in Egypt. are 

There is one who presses on your ac- 
ceptance attar of roses distilled in Per- 
sia, contained in a long thin phial of 
gilded glass, glass-stoppered also, ‘and 
skin-covered. The interior -of these 
phials have a vacant space about as 
large as the mercury in a Six-inch ther- 
mometer, holding only a few drops of 
the essential oil of roses. Yet it you buya 
bottle and keep it in your linen drawer, 
although it is hermetically sealed, your 
belongings will become permeated with 
the delicious odor, and your phial will 


mosphere, 
own pipe and tobacco, or his papers to 
compose cigarettes, in the pocket of his 


no less, nor be any less potent, 
after the lapse of many years constant 
use, than it did originally, so permanent 
and rich is the oil it contains. 

The street peddlers’ cries (a peculiar 
feature of Cairo life,) are well worth ex- 
amining. They contain much sugges- 
tion. For instance, the seller of sweets 
cries, O sweetmeats; for a nail; O 
sweetmeats.” This is dictated by the 
fact that servant girls and children are 
in the habit of stealing bits of nail and 
old metal, to pass in exchange for the 
sellers’ delicacies! The orange-dealer 
calls out, “O honey, O oranges, sweet 
honey,” ahd sells them ridiculously 
cheap, as they are so very plentiful. 
The vender of cut flowers relates, in 
very musical accents, how the rose 
was once only a thorn, but “from the 
sweat of the prophet it blossomed,’ and 
he will sell you curiously-mounted bou- 
quets of jessamine flowers, flat and for- 
mal, as well as inartistic. But the cry 
of the water-carrier is, perhaps, the 
most appropriate of all, “O, may God 
compensate me,” he repeats, and well, 
indeed, may his prayer be heard, see- 
ing that, for a whole heavy goatskin 
full of that liquid, carried upon bare 
shoulders for many a mile of dust, un- 
der the broiling sunshine, the bearer of 
the water from the river to the city ob- 
tains for his entire supply not much 
more than two cents. | 

In addition to all these and many 
other vagrant wayfarers, there is al- 
ways a pestilence of beggars, importu- 
nately urging their troubles and expos- 
ing their wounds, ailments or infirmi- 
ties, with a view to the extortion of the 
invariable baksheesh (alms.) Any an- 
swer which they may receive from per- 
sons unwilling to give are of no avail 
whatever; threats are equally invalid, 
and the supplications will continue in 
spite of them. A Moslem, however, 
more instructed in Arab fashions, if he 
intends to refuse help, replies to the 
mendicant, “God help thee,” “God will 
sustain thee," or will relieve thee,” 
which pious words have the immediate 
effect of dispersing every applicant, 
which no anathema nor any insult 
would have done. A beggar is never 
satisfied to be refused aid, unless a re- 
fusal is couched in these or similar ex- 
pressions. 

By this time, being perfectly rested, 
we put ourselves in motion, and pre- 
pare to extend our invéstigations fur- 


ther afield. Seeing our intention the 


donkey boys resolve themselves into an 
excited committee of ways and means, 
vociferating into our ears such cries as 
“You ride Mrs. Langtry; berry good 
donkey Mrs. Langtry,” or “You, sah! 
you take Misses Gladstone, he capital 
donkey.” As each boy speaks he screams 
at his beast (the unfortunate third 
party to the proposed agreement,) punc- 
tuates his remarks to us with sharp 
blows upon the donkey’s quarters, in 
the endeavor to add to his vivacity and 
attractiveness of appearance, that his 
animal may be preferred by you above 
the rest. 

But as it is still morning, and the air 
is bright and pleasant, we prefer to 
walk, so putting the urchins and their 
mounts aside, we p to wander 
under finely foliaged acacias and other 
deciduous trees in full leaf and flower, 
toward the beautiful garden of Ez- 


beekeeich, where is an excellent French 
cafe, and a good chance for breakfast. 


We passa bandstand. on the way, 


where music is nightly performed, no- 
tice many fine trees of equatorial im- 


portation, and a fine piece of clear, ar- 
tificial water. Thence, after refreshment 
partaken of, onward to our destina- 
tion. We pass &n Arab restaurant, too, 
which has but few visitors at this hour. 
The walls are roughly painted over the 
whitewash, with the crudest possible 
attempt at the representation of houses, 
horses, dogs, and a railway train, in- 
finitely grotesque and caricatured. The 
entrance is constructed of open wood- 
work, trellised in the form of arches, 
and on each side of the doorway ‘is a 
raised seat, or “‘mastabah 
feet high, three feet wide and twelve

He is Anxious to Get Back to the 
Penitentiary. * 

Gus Armin, the burglar captured by 
Detectives Auble and Hawley, 
Downey, Tuesday evening, was ar- 
raigned before Justice Morrison yes- 
terday evening on two charges of bur- 

glary, one being for the job done at 
‘McDonald’s warehouse and the other at 
‘Ashman’s feed mill. Armin, when 
asked when he would be ready for ex- 
amination, said “Right away; the 
sooner the better,” 

Armin seems anxious to get ‘back to 
State's prison, where he has spent 
twenty years of his life. Outside of 
prison he hardly knows what to do 
with himself, and, as his burglaries 
have not been very successful, he longs 
for the fleshpots of the prison, where, 
he says, he always had plenty to eat 
and a place to sleep, which is more 
than he can say for himself since being 
feleased from the penitentiary three 
months ago. 

Armin is proud of his exploits and is 
eager to tell the detectives all about 
his operations. The detectives yester- 
day unearthed a lot of booty obtained 
by a burglary which he and Hatfield 
committed in Inyo county several 
weeks ago. The plunder consisted of 
knives, razors and cutlery of various 
kinds which had been disposed of to 
second-hand dealers in this city. 

' Hatfield; Armin’s accomplice, pleaded | 
gullty to the charge of burglary in the 
Superior Court yesterday, and was sen- 
tenced to Folsom for five years. Ar- 
min says he will be satisfied if he gets 
off with ten years.

CIVIC PARLIAMENT, 


INTERESTING DISCUSSIONS 
MONEY AND MONOPOLIES. 


Proceedings of the Last Day of the 
Session—A Permanent Organtsa- 
tion to be Effected—Selections by 
Mme. Sormanec and A. Raymer. 


The Civic Parliament listened to ad- 
dresses on the money question, at 
Unity Church, yesterday afternoon. 
Mrs. D. E. Steele presided. 


The regular programme was intro- 
duced with a baritone solo, “My Little 
Woman,” by A. Raymer, accompanied 
on the piano by Miss Ethel M. Raymer. 
For an encore “The Skippers of St. 
Ives” was rendered. Mr. Raymer was 
warmly applauded. 

R. M. Widney delivered an address 
on a financial system which he con- 
tended would relieve the distress among 
the poor. He favored the issuing of 
s0 much money per capita and the set- 
tling of the amount to be coined at reg- 
ular intervals, say every ten years. 
“Our money system is a crazy-quilt 
remnant of legislation, a supplement to 
the money system of European coun- 
tries, said the speaker. The present 
financial system of the United States is 
like a roulette table in which the dit- 
erent numbers to which the ball may 

can be connected with a magnetic 
current and the ball ‘loaded’ with iron. 
It is not even gambling, for gambling 
is@ game of chance. Our financial sys- 
tem is a dead open-and-shut game for 
the financial manipulations of Europe. 
One of the dangerous elements in our 
money system is the frequent changes 
made in it by the Congress, popularly 
called ‘monkeying with the tariff.’ The 
John Law system was all right, but it 
failed because of inflation.” The 
speaker got warmed up when he re- 
ferred to Secretary Carlisle’s state- 
ment that the nation’s creditors were 
responsible for the decrease in the gold 
reserve and was on the point of calling 
the government expert on finance a 
fool, He took it all back, though, and 
said he would -not go that far. “Why 
don't he—why don’t he make these 
creditors take our silver for their 
claims?” asked the speaker hotly. No 
one in the audience seemed to know and 
Mr. Widney proceeded and said that 
“we are under no obligatiors to help 
any citizen of the United States to pay 
his debts in gold.” | 

Abbot Kinney followed and opposed 
Mr. Widney’s scheme. ‘ makes 
success in any country,” said Mr. Kin- 
ney, “is the character of the men and 
women who live in it. The people make 
the laws; laws don’t make people. Most 
persons would find it very hard to tell 
their exact ambitions and objects in 
life. As countries become more civil- 
ized and more honest different forms 
of credit take the place of money. 
Hany European princes used to issue 

eir own coins and pretended that 
they were worth what they purported 
to be worth. Gradually these princes 
debased their own coins and, when the 
people found it out, they wouldn’t have 
them at all. Such is sure to be the re- 
sult of inflation. I handle only $30 or 
$40 in money in a month, though I do 
a big business. I transact my business 
with. checks. Men who know least 
about money fear credit. Rich men 
and not poor men owe most of our 
debts. Rich men do not last long, for 
they do not use their faculties. Bank- 
ers don’t delibérately cause panics: for, 
if they did, they would find it very 
hard to pay back money deposited with 
them. Australia has a very sound finan- 
cial system. It has one-third more 
money per capita than England and 
Jmuch more than the United States, and 
—yet. a fmancial depression has existed 
there several years.“ The speaker fa- 
vored the demonetization of gold and 

lowing people to take either — 
silver as money. 

A. J. Utley prefaced the reading of as- | 
sorted definitions of money ‘with the 
statement that there were very few 
people who really know what money is. 
The speaker told what he thought it 
was, and drew inspiration from all 
sorts of sources. Every author and 
work touching upon the subject, from 
Aristotle down to the Century Diction- 
ary; was drawn upon. The speaker 
was quite radical on some points. “No 
nation can make a money that will cir- 
| eulaté as money in any other coun-+ 
try.“ he said. “Money is an order for 
goods, a counter for calculation.” The 
speaker suggested that money stamped 
on popcorn was as good as any, and said 
that the specification of any metal as 
that which the people must use for 
money was special legislation. “ Money 
is ideal, the same as vice and hatred.” 
Both gold and silver, in the opinion of 
the speaker, should give way to a fanci- 
ful money with absolutely no value as 
a commodity. Mr. Utley did not men- 
tion any such money material. 


EVENING SESSION. 


At the evening session, Rev. I. E. 
Wright opened the proceedings with 
the remark, among others, that the 
world is not a sponge, and that who- 
ever treated it as such made a failure 
of life, whether ne died a rich man or 
pauper. 

Edward Hutchison was chalrman of 
the meeting. A committee on perma- 
nent organization, composed of Louis 
K. Webb, Ralph E. Hoyt and Edward 
Hutchison, submitted a report in the 
shape of a. constitution and by-laws, 
which was adopted by motion. 

Clarence A. Miller delivered an ad- 
dress on the evening's theme for discus- 
sion, “Public Ownership of Public Util- 
ities.” It was listened to intently by 
the audience,: 

Mme. G. Sormano executed Il Trov- 
atore” selections on the violin, accom-' 
panied on the piano by her daughter, 
Miss Cecille Sormano, and, for an en- 
core, gave an original production. Mme. 
Sormano is 60 years of age, but the 
delicacy of touch of the master was. ind wie 
every note of the selections. She is a 
very wizard of violin harmony, and the 
selections rendered were greatly appre- 
ciated. 

Mrs. E. Longeley read a treatise on 
themunicipal ownership of water and 
light-works and railroads. 

A general discussion followed and was 
participated in by S. E. Fulton, J. R. 
Armstrong, Theodore Pinther, L. K. 
Webb and J. Cannon. Clarence A. Mil- 
ler closed the discussion with a supple- 
mental address. 

The present session of the Civic Par- 
liament then adjourned. A commttee 
composed of Ralph E. Hoyt, Edward 
Hutchison, Louis K. Webb and Rev. 
Burt Estes Howard will arrange the 
details of a permanent orgapisalen of 
the Parliament.

A non- 
suit was granted in the dog-bite case of 
Maurice vs. Maeder. The Leonis es-

Morgan vs. Preston.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Order to Confiscate Adulterated 
Milk When Discovered. 


The Board of Health held a meeting 
yesterday afternoon which was at- 
tended by Drs. Kurtz, Moore, Salisbury 
and Mayor Rader. 

The matter of danger from infection 
at watering troughs was discussed, and 
it was said by members of the board 
that it would be better to compel the 
abandonment of such-troughs in front 
of saloons and other private places. It 
was suggested that it would be a good 
thing to have horse troughs placed at 
the parks, and in front of public build- 
ings, where they can be properly 
cleansed so as to prevent the spread of 
infection. 

Troughs should be provided with suit- 
able overflow facilities, it was urged, in- 
stead of being arranged as some are 
with floats that will shut off the supply 
when the trough is full. In the latter 
kind it was explained there is no out- 
let for infectious matter which may 
drop from the mouths of horses drink- 
ing at the places. 

It was further argued against the 
present 1 of keeping watering 
troughs that in numerous cases they 
are placed in front of saloons, and 
their use is free to patrons, while per- 
sons who are not patrons are charged 
for using them. 

The board decided to recommend that 
an-ordinance be enacted providing that 
all watering troughs on the public 
streets shall be free to the public, shall 
Waste connected with sew- 
ers, and shall be regularly cleaned at 
least once per week, and kept in con- 
— satisfactory to the Health Of- 

cer. 

A license to practice midwifery was 
granted to Mrs. S. M. Newland. 

Mayor Rader spoke of the nuisance to 


pedestrians caused by the washing of | 


windows and sidewalks on business 
streets, and after discussion it was de- 
cided to recommend to the City Coun- 
eil that an ordinance be adopted re- 
quiring that such washing shall not be 
done except between the hours of mid- 
night and 7 a.m. 

The City Council was also requested 
to adopt an ordinance requiring that 
the removal of swill from restaurants 
and such places where it is done by pri- 
vate parties, and not under the garbage 
contract, shall be done only between the 
hours of midnight and 5 a.m. 

Meat Inspector Blackington presented 
a report in reference to the slaughtering 
of animals at the works of the Cudahy 
Packing Company. The report stated 
that hogs with broken legs which had 
become swollen and inflamed ‘After a 
day or two of suffering had been 
—-- and packed for human 
f 


Sheep slaughtered at the piace, the 
report said, had been found in many 
case to be affected with tuberculosis. 
Cows killed there were frequently 
small and inferior in quality and not 
always healthy. Hogs before slaugh- 
tering were suspended each by one 
hind leg for about twenty minutes and 
their squeals could be better imagined 
than, described. 

It was decided to defer action on the 
report, until the matter could be pre- 
sented to the full board. 

After a lengthy discussion of the 
question of milk inspection, in the 
course of which the facts of which a 
great deal has heretofore been 
printed were reviewed, Dr. Kurts 
moved that all milk that ts found adul- 
terated be confiscated by the Milk In- 
spector. 

The motion was adopted without a 
roll-call vote, but no voices were heard 
in opposition to. it. 

Adjourned.

peal, say: 

“We, the undersigned property-own- 
ers in what is known as sewer district 
No. 3, as estabMshed by ordinances Nos. 
2177 and 2248, and assessed for the con- 
struction of the same. hereby give no- 
tice that they appeal from the action 
of the Superintendent of Streets in ac- 
cepting said sewer, and in making the 
assessment for the construction reof, 
and in issuing a-warrant for the pay- 
ment of such assessments: and they 
base their appeal upon the following 
grounds: 

“That the City Council never ob- 
tained jurisdiction by posting and pub- 
lication, as required by law of the said 
ordinances, and of the notices required. 

“That they excluded in said ordinance 
certain pieces of property benefited by 
the construction of the said sewer, and 
did not include all the property which, 
by law, should have been assessed for 
the construction thereof. 

“That the Council by its ordinances, 
or by the contract, or by the specifica- 
tions did not sufficiently and definitely 
describe the work that was to be done, 
and did not sufficiently specify the size 
of the different parts of the sewer, nor 


the material with which the same was 


to be constructed, nor the depth at 
which it was to be laid, nor the excava- 
tions required, nor the manner in which 
the foundations were to be built, nor 
the manner of construction, but left it 
to the discretion of the contractors, the 
Street Superintendent, City Engineer or 
other parties, and delegated its author- 
ity to other parties in that respect, nor 
did it provide any outlet or connection 


“That said sewer was not built ac- 
cording to the contract, plans or spec- 
ifications, nor according to said. ordi- 
nances in this, that inferior material 
was used than that prescribed; that 
the several parts of said sewer were not 
made of the prescribed size nor the 
joints or foundations laid in cement, 
or properly secured. 

“That the plan for the construction 
of the sewer is entirely faulty, and the 
sewer is and will be of no benefit to the 
property-owners, as it is laid deeper 
than any connecting sewer that might 
be built hereafter, and that, therefore, 
this sewer would not carry off the sew- 
age, but would only create a cesspool 
and a nuisance in the streets. 

“That said sewer has not yet been 
completed and is not in a condition that 
4t can be used, inasmuch as it has no 
outlet or any connection with any other 
sewer. 

“That said sewer was wrongfully ac- 
cepted by the Street Superintendent be- 
fore its completion and before it was 
in a condition that it could be used or 
could be of any benefit to the property- 
owners in the said district and before it 
was tested or tried or before it could be 
tested, that it was not flushed or any 
water run ‘through it and that this could 
not be done because it has no connec- 
tion with any other sewer or outlet. 

“That the law in permitting property 
to be assessed for the construction of 
the sewer proceeds upon the theory 
that the property is especially bene- 
fited by said sewer and should there- 
fore pay for such special benefit, but 
that ir this case the property derives 
no benefit from that sewer at this time 
at any rate, because it has no outlet 
and because no connection from the 
property affected is permitted to be 
made to such sewer. 

“That until said sewer Is in a condi- 
tion to be used by the property-owners 
and in such a condition that it will 
carry off the sewage in said district 
without its becoming or being stagnant 
in saia sewer, the Superintendent of 
Streets could not eel have issued a 
warrant to make the property-owners 
pay for the benefit wkich they haa noi 
and cannot as yet receive or derive ard 
the making of said assessment and the 
issuing of said warrant was entirely 
unauthorized by law and is illegal and 
void. 

“That the assessment made by the 
said Street Superintendent upon the 
different pieces of property are not 
made upon the proper theory of mak- 
ing each lot pay in proportion to the 
benefit it derives from the construction 
of the sewer, but by the front foot and 
according to the notion of said officer 
or Street Superintendent, and that 
therefore the said assessment is in- | 
equitable and unjust, especially as it 
leaves out a large amount of property 


includes some property which should 
not have been assessed. 


That said sewer is neither on the line 


or grade as prescribed by the specifica- 
tions and profile; that the assesqment 
was made and warrant issued without 
a proper certificate of the engineer 4u- 
thorizing the same.

THE COURTS. 


Four Grand Jury Indictments 
Agninst Frank MW. Cherry. 

The grand jury again stalked into De- 
partment One yesterday at 10 a. m., and 
Mr. Storrs, the foreman, handed four 
indictments to Judge Smith. The court 
adjusted its spectacles on its nose, and 
proceeded to wade through the first 
mysterious document, while everybody 
looked on in solemn silence, and wished 
for just one glance at the contents. 

After a few minutes of suspense, the 
Judge ‘handed the paper down to Clerk 
Logan, with instructions to file it, issue 


a bench warrant for the arrest of the 
person named therein, and record the 
bail as being fixed at $1000. 

While this was being placed on file 
as No. 1936, the court was perusing the 
second paper, which. was presently 
passed down, with the same instruc- 
tions, to be filed as No. 1937, likewise 
Nos. 1938 and 1939, the bail being fixed 
at $1000 in each case. 

The man against whom the ponderous 
machinery of the law has thus been 
set in motion is Frank W. Cherry, the 
shorthand reporter of Justice D. C. 
Morrison's court. All four of the in- 
dictments are against him, and charge 
his with perjuryin having sworn falsely 
to his claims for transcripts. of jsesti- 
mony. 

There is said to be rgom for fifty-six 
indictments on the same count, but four 
of the seemingiy most glaring examples 
of extortion were selected. In one case 
the alleged overcharge on a transcript 
amounts to $60. 

The claims were all sworn to, certi- 
fied by Justice Morrison, and allowed 
by the Board of Supervisors, but, sus- 
pecting fraud, an expert appointed by 
the grand jury examined the transcripts 
and found what purported to be an 
overcharge in every instance. 

Cherry did not show up at Justice 
Morrison’s court yesterday, as is his 
wont when criminal examinations are 
in progress. He sent word to Justice 
Morrison that he was sick and would 
not be able to report for duty It is 
alleged that Cherry anticipated the 
indictments, but he is subject to sick 
spells and the genuineness of his ex- 
cuse for absenting himself on that ac- 
count is not doubted. 

Deputy Sheriff Marsh went to 
Cherry's house on Daly street, East 
Los Angeles, in the afternoon, to serve 
the warrant. He found Mr. Cherry 
quite ill, and as there appeared to be 


no danger of his attempting to run 
away, he was allowed to remain at 
home pending the preparation of 


bonds. He will have no trouble in get- 
ting bail, several of his friends hav- 
ing promptly offered to qualify for the 
required amount. 

A Times reporter who called at Mr. 
Cherry’s residence last evening was 
told that he had been advised his 
attorney not to say anything at pres- 
ent. He did not know the exact nature 
of the indictments, and did not wish 
to discuss them before today, when 
he expected to be able to appear at the 
Courthouse. 

Justice Morrison, before whom 
Cherry's claims were certified, said it 
was impracticable for him to count the 
words in every transcript presented to 
see whether they were under or over- 
estimated. Such as he had found timd 
to personally examine he did not con- 
sider over-estimated. He had cautioned 
Mr. Cherry and his typewriter to be 
very careful in estimating the folios. 
If Mr. Cherry perjured himself, in 
swearing to -over-esti claims, it 
was not the fault of the court. ‘ 
court merely certified that he made 
the oath, whether true or false. 

Mr. Cherry's friends said the indict- 
ments were made at the instigation of 
the so-called court stenographers’ ring, 
who were making trouble for Cherry 
because Justice Morrison refused to let 
the ring do the stenographic work in 
his court. The ring has a monopoly of 
the work in nearly all the other courts. 

In defense of Mr. Cherry it was 
further stated that he dictated his notes 
to a type-writer whom he paid by the 
folio, accepting the type-writer’s esti- 
mate of the number of folios as cor- 
rect and using the same figures in his 
claims for remuneration from the 
county. This defense, if sustained, 
would lay the blame for the qver-esti- 
mates and consequent over-charges on 
the type-writer, who is a young man 
named White. It is not deemed prob- 
able, however, that Mr. Cherry will 
try to shift the responsibility on his 
assistant. 


Johnston Sues for Fees. 


Constable J. Harry Johnston has be- 
gun suit against the county for $278.70 
due him as constable’s fees for the 
month of September. This is the cul- 
mination of a vigorous fight against 
the provisions of the new fee bill, 
which allows a constable only $1000 a 
year. 

Mr. Johnston has based his suit upon 
the old bill which allowed pay accord- 
ing to the amount of work done. The 
constable is obliged to serve every 
process of the court as he is ordered, 
and Mr. Johnston has been so over- 
whelmed with work that in three 
months his itemized claim amounted to 
$1000. If the new fee bill is to be en- 
forced, the constable will be obliged to 
work for nothing during the remain- 
ing nine months. 

During the month of September Mr. 
Johnston's work was unusually heavy, 
and his itemized bill for services and 
expenses amounted to $478. Of this, the 
Board of Supervisors allowed him only 
$100, and he is now bringing suit for 
the remainder. 


In working up the Mayne case alone

Johnston's expenses were over 


$200, and, as the matter now stands, he | 
is not likely to recover a dollar, even, 


of the money paid out of his own 
pocket.

The Great Excitement Attending the 
Blaine-Cleveland Election. 


* Writing of “The Plumed Enight and 
His Joust,” President N. Benjamin An- 
drews, in the November Scribner's, 
An New York conflicting statements 

given out by the great dailies inflamed 
the populace. The Tribune and the 
Mall and Express early ceased to issue 
bulletins, but the Herald and World 
kept on ‘showing majorities for Cleve- 
land. The Sun office, where Associated 
Press dispatches favorable to Blaine 
alternated with the Sun's own dis- 
patches giving the State to Cleveland, 
drew the vastest throngs. Six hun- 
dred men marched down Broadway, 
shouting No, no, Blaine won't go! t 
being suspected that Jay Gould and the 
Associated Press were withholding or 
perverting returns, a crowd demon- 
strated in front of the Western Union 
building with the yell, ‘Hang Jay 
Gould!’ but policemen soon dispersed 
them. Some two hundred men before 
the Tribune office burned copies of that 
paper. So threatening did the excite- 
ment become in Chicago that on No- 
vember 7 Mayor Harrison requested 
the papers to cease issuing bulletins. 
In Boston bulletins were discontinued. 
In Philadelphia political clubs were di- 
rected not to parade, persons blowing 
horns or masquerading on the streets 
being liable to arrest.

(C. Riborg Mann, in the November 
Scribnet’s:) When one studies the pro- 
gress which natural science has made 
during the last fifty years, he cannot 
fail to notice the unchallenged suprem- 
acy of the role which Herman von 
Helmholtz has been playing. Had his 

first important discovery been nis last, 
we should have yet been compelle i to 
place him among the leading scientists 
of his age. It is this first great work of 
his which stands as the foundation- 
stone of all science. It is this formu- 
lation by him ot the principle of the 
conservation of energy which, with on? 
blow, brought all branches of scientific 
investigation under one and the same 
law. That he was thus able to state a 
law so general as at once to embrace 
all natural phenomena is a first proof 
of the comprehensiveness of his mind. 

To appreciate his many-sidedness we 
have but to follow the development of 
his life. While his first work was 
mainly mathematical, his second was 
in quite a different field. It consisted 
in the measurement of the velocity of 
propagation of sensation by the nerv 
To accomplish this he must needs have 
been an anatomist, too. 

His labors in the line of psyscholog- 
ical optics show that he was also a 
master of psychology. 

But perhaps it is by his. achievements 
la the realms of music that he is best 
known and most celebrated. In his 
book, “The Sensations of Tone,” he 
solved completely that riddle of nature 
which had puzzled the world since the 
time of Pythagsras. Thus to give a ra- 
tional numerical explanation of the in- 
tricacies of harmony and their effect } 
on the ear, there was need not only of 
a mathematician, an anatomist, a phys- 


icist, and a psychologist, but also of a! 


musician, all united in one man. Helm- 
holtz was all this, and even more.

The resolution of 
the directors of the company was read, 
stating that a communication has been 
received from the city of San Diego re- 
questing to know whether this com- 
pany will replace the pipe line of the 
company on Fifth street before said 
street is paved, and, whereas, the said 
city is now threatening to put in a new 
distributing system, which will, if such 
new distributing system is put in, 
amount to a Confiscation of the dis- 
tributing system and water rights of 
this company, and any money ex- 
pended in extending or adding to said 
system will in that case be thrown 
away, therefore, resolved, that the

YOUNG VADIM DEMENS EASILY 
GETS OUT OF TROUBLE. 


Let Off With a Fine for Attempted 
Robbery—An Important Deal im 
Motor Road and Springs Prop- 
erty—Resort to be Popularised. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 13.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The jury in the 
Vadim Demens case, after being out 
nearly twenty-four hours, agreed upon 
@ verdict, much to the surprise and 
gratification of the taxpaying public, 
which apprehended a “hung jury” and 
another trial. Vadim Demens is a youth 
of 18, and up to nearly the time of the 
commission of the alleged crime, was a 
student in the Los Angeles High School. 

The case attracted widespread local in- 
terest. The defense was conducted by 
ex-Judge Cheney and W. H. Harris of 
Los Angeles and R. E. Bledsoe of this 
city, all able criminel lawyers. Dist.- 
Atty. Daley conducted the prosecution 
othe charge upon which Demens was 
tried was assault with intent to com- 
mit robbery, and upon this charge the 


é jury voted eight for conviction and four 


or uittal on the first ballot. 
1 showed a change of one 
vote, nine voting for conviction, and 
the third ballot, taken later in the aft- 
ernoon, showed only two jurors favor- 
ing acquittal. Until midnight they 
were unable to come to an agreement, 
but this morning a compromise was 

to, finding young Demens guilty 
of assault with a deadly weapon, with 
a recommendation for mercy. 

The assault was made upon a store- 
keeper, William Johns by name, at 
Toamosa. The assault was made early 
in the morning, shortly after daybreak. 
Johns slept in his store, and was 
aroused by some one at the rear door 
of the store, and, upon opening it, he 
was met by a masked robber, who or- 
dered him to throw up his hands. In 
the melee which followed, the robber 
fired one shot from his revolver, and, 
after clubbing Johns over the head 
with it, turned and fled. 

Johns ‘subsequently followed the 
tracks leading from his store, and 
found them leading toward the Dem- 
ens residence. About the same time E. 
F. Pourade became interested, on ac- 
count of a similar assauit upon the sta- 
tion agent at North Cucamonga the 
night before, and he a course of 
investigation, which 1 to the arrest 
of Demens.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


AN INTERESTING STORY FROM THE 
| SMOTHER COLONY” TOWN. 


Arrival of More Tramps at the 

County Jail—Large Shipment of 

Honey to San Francisco—News 
Nettes and Personals. — 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 13~(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) There is a lively tilt in 
Anaheim at the present time between 
the board of directors of the Anaheim 
Union Water Company and the mem- 
bers of the Council of the same city. 
THe beginning of the trouble dates 
back several years ago and the climax 
was reached only a few days since, 
when the water directors found out that 
the City Trustees had them, to use the 
language of the vernacular, “where the 
hair was short.” The history of the 
case, briefly stated, is as follows: 

Several years ago the City Trustees 
asked the water company to put in a 
few culverts on several of the streets 
where they were most needed over the 
water company’s ditches, but, as the 
water company thought the culverts 
were not for its own use, the directors 
gently broke the news to the city that 
if the city wanted the culverts, the 
water company would not object to 
having the culverts put in, with the 
understanding that the city rae. to de- 
fray any and all expenses. that might 
be incurred in the matter. 

This did not suit the City Trustees. 
They asked the water company to take 
out a franchise to run water through 
the town, but the request was un- 
heeded, and then it was that the five 
Trustees, together with their legal ad- 
viser, put their heads together, and, al- 
though young in years, finally most 
beautifully outwitted their older busi- 
ness associates. A suit was soon filed 
in the Superior Court of the county 
against the water company to compel 
it to take out a franchise, when it 
would be compelled, of course, to build 
all culverts and to otherwise maintain 
and keep up its water channels, but 
nobody seemed to be in a hurry. The 
case was several times postponed, and 
further time was granted the defend- 
ants, until the belief with the members 
of the water company became prevalent 
that the suit was only a bluff, any- 
way, and that nothing would com® of 
it. But, alas! The trustees were wise. 
They bided their time. Everything 
was made ready, and about two weeks 
ago, when recollection of the suit had 
almost passed out of the minds of the 
directors of the water company, the 
casé was brought up before Judge 
Towner, and, as the evidence was com- 
plete, and the defendants were not on 
hand to file their objection, the decree, 
as prayed for, was gmnted. Even 
after this was done, there was a stay 
of execution of five days, during which 
time the directors had an opportunity 
to make themselves heard, but they 
improved it not, and the first of this 
week the Sheriff of the county paid a 
visit to the “Mother Colony.“ and, by 
the authority duly vested in him as 
Sheriff of Orange county, ousted the 
water company and placed the City 
Council in possession of the several 
ditches in question, a lange portion of 
which is cemented and otherwise im- 
proves for the convenience of the pub- 


This last act, of.course, woke up 
the water company, for they were then 
out in the cold. 

It is quite Ukely now that the city 
will dictate terms to the water com- 
pany. At any rate, it stands them in 
hand to get a franchise from the city 
and to build nice, new culverts when- 
ever and just about wherever the City 
Trustees ask for them.

QUARRIES DISCOVERED CONTAIN- 
ING VALUABLE MATERIAL. 


Judge McKinley’s Opinion Concern- 
ing Tenure of County Offices. 
Electric-light Plant to be In- 
spected—Thanksgivirg Uasebali 
and Lacrosse. 


RIVERSIDE, Nov. 13.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) The work of wash- 
ing away the dirt upon Fairmount Hill, 
recently purchased by the city as a 
quarry, for the past. two weeks or 
more, has uncovered much valuable 
material for macadam. Quarry No. 1, 
near the east end of the hill on the 
north side, has fully 2000 tons of fine 
Ume rock, and just how much more 
the ledge will furnish can only be told 
by development. With this rock is 
much cement, which, it is thought, will 
assist in solidifying the rock after be- 
ing rolled upon the street. In fact, all 
the lime rock in the hill contains much 
cement. Quarry No. 2, at the northeast 
point of the hill, is composed of two 
ledges, one of quartzite and one of 
lime rock. The quartzite is claimed to 
be equal in quality to the quartzite 
of the Byrfie Hill, and apparently in 
great quantities, and the lime rock 18 
equal to the rock being used at the 
lime works at Colton. 

The lime-rock ledge extends all the 
way around the south summit of the 
hill to the west end, cropping out all 
the way long. There cannot be less 
than five hundred thousand tons of 
this rock, Mr. Morse claims, and pos- 
sibly more. It is the intention to use 
the quartzite for a three-inch founda- 
tion on the streets, with a three-inch 
lime-rock dressing. This is the quarry 
to which the track for the dump-carts 
will be constructed. 

Further around the hill on the north 
side is quarry No. 3, composed of two 
well-defined ledges, one of lime rock 
and above it one of granite; the granite 
will be used for the foundation layer 
on the streets should the quartzite of 


the second quarry be exhausted, These 


ledges run to the top of the hill. A 
little to the west of this is quarry No. 
4, which presents an uncovered sur- 
face of solid lime rock 100 feet wide 
and 150 feet high, with many indica- 
tions of cement in great quantities. At 
the west end of the hill is quarry. No. 
5, which is an extension of the lime- 
rock ledge, starting in at the east 
point of the hill. Much of the cover- 
ing to the rock is decomposed granite, 
which will make excellent material for 
sidewalks through the residence por- 
tion of the city, and it is the intention 
of the Trustees to sell this material to 
All Who wish it at actual cost, 25 cents 
per ton. 


TENURE OF OFFICE,

The Extensive Work that is Now

Southern Pacific Freight Train’s 
Smashup at Pomona—Passenger

The Hgeles Railway Company 
omaing the Consolidated Electric and 
the cable lines—has great improvements 
under way. The work of electrizing 
the cable line from Westlake Park tq 
Boyle Heights is so far advanced as to 
warrant the assertion that electric cars 
will be running on that line by January 
1. Poles are now being put in place 
for the trolley wires. Superintendent 
J. J. Aiken says that the company con- 
sidered the plan of utilizing the con- 
duit beneath the cable tracks for an 
underground trolley system, tut could 
not dispose of the drainage «ucsucn. 
Water in the conduits would stop all 
operations, and overhead wires were 
found necessary. Of the foriv new 
cars ordered for the system ten have 
arrived. These are similiar te the Uni- 
versity cars, but have glass bulk- 
heads at each end to protect the out- 
side passengers. When the Seventh- 
street cable line is changed to electric 
the next reconstruction work will be 
on the long-unused line on Figueroa, 
Pearl, Sixth, Olive and cifth§ streets, 
which will be made electric and 
utilized for the line to Rosedale Ceme- 
tery by way of Washington street. 

Two more powerful engines and gen- 
erators are being put in place in the 
electric power- house, whence will come 
the “juice” for the entire system’ in 
Los Angeles. When the cables cease to 
rumble beneath the street the company 
Will have a few power-houses and con- 
siderable machinery and scrap-iron to 


sell.
